TOE PEES1DENT SNUBBED. 


The President has received an unex- 


pected repulse from 
his supposed 


friends in Congress. The moment the 
Tariff bill •was passed be sent a message 
to the two Houses calling attention to 
the importance of establishing our oaf' 
renoy and banking business on a better 
basis. He says a notable assembly of 
business men wag held at Indianapolis 
in January of this year, which, after a 
two days' session, recommended the 
appointment of a monetary commis- 
sion. 


President MoKinley commends the 


report of this assemblage of moneyed 
men and says the subject should not 
be postponed till the regular session. 
He therefore urges and recomirends 
that a special commission be created, 
to be composed of well informed citi- 
zens of different parties, whose duty it 
shall be to make recommendations of 
whatever changes in our present bank- 
ing and currency laws as may be found 
necessary and expedient. 


It appears that all the Congressmen, 


except those who are completely under 
the thumbs of the President and the 
bankers, looked upon this message as a 
direct insult and gave it no considera- 
tion whatever. It was not even referred 
to a committee in the Senate, though 
several silver men offered to stay and 
make a quorum until the Senate dis- 
posed of the matter. The Republicans 
paid no attention to the recommenda- 
tion of the President and turned up 
their noses at his suggestions to ap- 
point a committee. 


The Congress of the United States 


consists of ninety Senators and three 
hnndred and fifty-six Eepresentatives. 
These men are elected by the people as 
provided by the constitution, though 
it is strongly suspected that 
Mr 


Hfinna resorted to methods not pro- 
vided for in that instrument to elect 
many members of the present House. 
Congress is supposed to have the 
ability to frame and enact laws for the 
coinage of money as provided by the 
constitution without the assistance of 
a commission of Eastern 
bankers 


more intent on providing means to en- 
rich themselves than in recommending 
legislation that would 
benefit the 


masses of the people, 
Coiigtess is 


under some responsibility 
to 
the 


public, but such a commission as the 
President suggests would be responsi- 
ble to no one. It would not represent 
the people because it would be under 
no obligations to them, and it would 
doubtless be composed of Republican 
and Democratic gold men, such as 
those who met at Indanapohs and rec- 
ommended the appointment of each a 
committee. 
There was not a bimetal- 


list at the Indiancpohs gathering and 
it is doubtful if one should be ap- 
pointed on the commission. 
It would 


be composed of gold men exclusively 
an-i its remedy for dull times would 
most likely be, what the Indianapolis 
convention suggested, the retirement 
ot all Government notes, which draw 
no 
interest, 
and 
the issuance of 


national bank notes based on Govern- 
ment bonds which do draw (interest 
the scheme being to let the banks, in- 
stead ol' the Government, issue money, 
and tax the people to pay the banks in- 
terest on the bonds which they de- 
posited with the Government as secur- 
ity for the redemption of their notes 


Congsess deserves commendation for 


snubbing the President. If as import- 
ant a matter as the regulation of our 
finances is to be entinsted to a com- 
mission let us amend the constitution, 
abolish Congress altogether arid have 
the President appoint a commission to 
enact our laws.
